Thursday, Friday and Saturday of 
next week will mark the formal open¬ 
ing of two more fine stores in this 
city, the Jennings Pharmacy and the 
Curusis Market. 

At the Curusis market the work of 
moving in and getting installed is 
still in progress, but at the Jennings 
store the quarters are now nearly 
complete, though the final arrange¬ 
ment of stock is still in progress. 

The Jennings drug store is indeed 
a beautiful place, one of the finest 
stores of its kind on the peninsula. 
It is finished in mahogany woodwork 
of a dark, rich tone, which with the 
many plate glass show-cases and 
splendid soda fountain backed by a 
great mahogany buffet fitted with 
many mirrors, gives a pleasing effect. 

Along the entire east side and 
across the rear the show-casas are 
ranged, with glass door lackers be¬ 
hind reaching to the mezzanine floor. 
Along the west side are arranged 
cozy nooks with tables and benches 
where confections will be served, and 
the new marble-topped soda fountain 
reaching, with a mahogany cigar case, 
almost to the front door. 

Across the front of the store, along 
the east side and across the rear, runs 
the mezzanine floor, it being arranged 
in front for a music and art goods 
room and in the rear as a storage 
room with many banks of shelving. 

A back room In the rear of the 
store room is being fitted as a com¬ 
modious prescription laboratory. 

A notable feature of the entire store 
is tlie fact that It Is well lighted, big 
windows in front and rear flooding 
the place with sunshine. 

The Curusis store next door is be¬ 
ing fitted up as an up-to-date market. 
Many of the fittings are still to be put 
In, but when finished it will one of 
the most up to date in this region. It 
is being arranged as a market which, 
when completed, will handle not only 
fruit and vegetables as formerly, but 
will also include a delicatessen de¬ 
partment and a sanitary meat market. 

The entire building, including both 
the Jennings and Curusis stores, Is 
floored with concrete, and In the rear 
is a big concrete garage and ware¬ 
house where three or four auto¬ 
mobiles ran be stored as well as large 
stocks of goods. Both garage and 
store buildings are fireproof and In 
construction, arrangement and equip¬ 
ment will make for the efficient and 
sanitary handling of the goods that 
the two stores deal in.

MEEHAN MURDERERS 
NOW IN COUNTY JAIL! 

Tanko and Hall, Said to Have Con¬ 
fessed to Mnrder of Officer, Kronght 
From Los Angeles by Sheriff. 

The two young men who have con¬ 
fessed to the murder of Arthur Mee¬ 
han, city marshal of San Bruno, are 
now lodged in the San Mateo county 
jail at Redwood City, having been 
brought down from San Francisco 
Tuesday evening by Deputy Sheriffs 
P. J. Larrecou and Joseph A. Meeks 
and Edward McAuliffe of the Redwood 
City police force. The two, Joseph 
Tanko (alias Frank Rollings, alias 
Joe Murphy) and Floyd Hall (alias 
Harvey) gave their ages as 21 years 
and 19 years, respectively. They 
showed no emotion on being placed in 
Jail, but did little talking and appar¬ 
ently did not appreciate the gravity 
of their position or the charge against 
them. Harvey complained about the 
conditions in the Los Angeles jail, 
where the two were held for several 
days following their arrest in that 
city on a charge of vagrancy. He re¬ 
quested a bath before being locked 
up. 

Tanko Is believed to be the leader 
of the two. According to reports 
from Redwood City, the two confessed 
to Sheriff H. W. Lampkin in Los An¬ 
geles, stating they had driven through 
the crossing gates at San Bruno be¬ 
cause they were caught on the track 
in front of an approaching car when 
the gates closed. It is reported they 
stated they had been drinking the 
night of the murder. In spite of 
their reported confession It is thought 
they may make a plea of not guilty. 

) The two were interviewed by Dia- 
’ trlct Attorney Franklin Swart in San 
Francisco on their arrival in Sheriff 
Lampkln's custody and before being 
’ brought to Redwood City. 
r George Tanko, known also as Frank 
l Bane and Frank Murphy, believed to 
be a brother of Joseph Tanko, is still 
' In the county Jail, being held on sus¬ 
picion of being implicated in the 
crime. He was arrested in this city 
two days after Meehan’s murder. 

1 DOOLITTLE MURDERER 

DIES IN HOSPITAL 

James Moore, murderer of his 
uncle, Janies H. Doolittle, Redwood 
i City capitalist and retired hotel man, 
died in a hospital at the county seat 
last Friday, the day following the 
killing of Doolittle. Moore’s death 
was caused by a self-inflicted shot 
through tlie head when deputies from 
Sheriff Lumpkin's office surrounded 
the man In a closet at the Doolittle 
home. 

Since the day of the murder J. C. 
Doolittle, son of the murdered man, 
has reported that Moore, who spent 
the night previous to the murder at 
the Doolittle home, made a demand 
for $1000 from his uncle on the pre¬ 
vious evening. At that time Moore 
told a trumped-up story to the effect 
that his mother, Mrs. Doolittle’s 
sister, had committed suicide In a 
j small town near Red Bluff. It has 
since developed that the murdered 
man had helped Moore several times 
i by gifts of money when the man wbb 
! in need.

ON VALUES 
IN CALIF. 

STATEMENT FROM OFFICE OF 
STATE CONTROLLER SHOWS 
SAN FRANCISCO TO HATH 
HIGHEST TAX RATE. 


The assessed valuation of property 
in San Mateo county is $41,713,518. 
according to a statement issued this 
week from the office of State Con¬ 
troller Ray L. Riley of Sacramento. 
The total Indebtedness of this county 
is given as $1,164,713.80. 

The statement contains many in¬ 
teresting items concerning the dif¬ 
ferent counties of the state, with 
figures on acreage, assessed valua¬ 
tion of improvements of various 
kinds, tax rates of all counties, etc. 

San Mateo county is listed as con¬ 
taining 305,724 acres of assessed land. 
The value of improvements on real 
estate is given as $11,964,210, while 
the value of the real estate is $22,980,- 
360. The value of personal property 
is calculated at $2,775,810. 

It is interesting to note that of all 
the counties In the 3tate Los Angeles 
has the lowest tax rate, tills being 
$1.18 for property inside municipal 
limits, while outelde rate Is $1.58. 

San Francisco has ihe highest tax 
rate in the state, this being $3.47. Baa 
Mateo county’s rate is $2,465 inside 
and $2,983 outside municipalities. 

Of all the fifty-eight counties Kern 
comes next to Los Angeles in low 
rate, this being $1.40 tnside and $1.6* 
outside, with Alameda next, having a 
rate of $1.55 on inside property and 
$1.95 outside. 

The figuree on the total value oC 
real estate In California Is given as 
$2,582,103,219, with a value of im¬ 
provements of $1,233,216,569.

Hearing on 
the application to make this order was 
set for October 9. The governor as¬ 
serted the election was Illegal because 
the proposed amendments submitted 
had no’, been properly advertised, and 
that thousands of voters were intimi¬ 
dated by deputy sheriffs and by the 
Influence of the Ku Klux Klan. The 
opposition countered with a petition 
for a grand Jury in Oklahoma City to 
investigate charges that Walton lias 
misused public moneys and to inquire 
into the appointment of thousands of 
state “secret service” agents of the 
executive. 

Governor Walton Is issuing a stream 
of proclamations and statements. In 
one of the latest he says: “The klux 
gun* of the nation are trained on me. 

I am dally In receipt of threuts of as¬ 
sassination, but I hud rather die by the 
hand of an assassin than die the death 
of a coward. The fight ts to a finish. 
There will he no compromise.”
